WASHINGTON. May 31 (1HT1 

— Declaring that an “attack on Eu¬ 
rope would have the full conse¬ 
quences of an attack on the United 
States.” President Carter today 
pledged the use of “all forces neces¬ 
sary" — including nuclear weapons 

— to defend its NATO allies. 

Speaking during the second day 

of a NATO summit meeting here. 
Mr. Carter also urged Lhe strength¬ 
ening of the alliance's conventional 
forces, noting Lhat although nuclear 
forces "remain fundamental to 
deterrence, the long-recognized role 
of conventional forces in the deter¬ 
rence or war is increasingly import¬ 
ant.” 

"We must prepare to fight more 
effectively together." the president 
told the assembled leaders of the 
NATO alliance. “We must marked¬ 
ly improve our ability to work to¬ 
gether on the battlefield.” 

Mr. Carter spoke against a back¬ 
ground of reports that NATO lead¬ 
ers had agreed in principle on a 
plan to improve the alliance's de¬ 
fense forces great)v bv 1985. 


would provide details of the discus¬ 
sions. 

In his speech today, the presi¬ 
dent said that when he took office 
he decided that the defense of 
Western Europe must be given top 
priority. 

“Let there be no misunderstand¬ 
ing,” Mr. Carter declared, “the 
United States is prepared to use all 
the forces necessary Tor the defense 
of the NATO area.” 

He acknowledged that “arms 
control can make deterrence more 
stable and perhaps less burden¬ 
some.” but. he added, “it will not in 
the foreseeable future eliminate the 
need for nuclear forces” 


Meanwhile. British Prime Minis¬ 
ter James Callaghan today dis- - 
closed that he sent a message to So¬ 
viet President Leonid Brezhnev last 
week, saying lhat he thought Mr. 
Brezhnev and Mr. Carter should 
meet as soon as possible. 


Mr. Callaghan made the disclo¬ 
sure at a news conference at which 
he stressed the need for the United 
States and the Soviet Union to 
reach a new strategic arms (SALT) 

agreement. 

“It would be foolish not to come 
to a SALT agreement,” Mr. Cal¬ 
laghan said, “and if Congress or the 
Senate were to stand in the way of 


a SALT.agreement because of [the 
Russian-backed . Cuban involve¬ 
ment in Africa] they would be cut¬ 
ting off their nose to spite their 
face.” Secretary of State Cynis 
Vance left for New York to contin¬ 
ue discussions with Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko on a 
new agreement limiting strategic 
arms. It was the third lime in a 
week that the two men had met on 
the subject. 


Both Secretary Vance and Mr. 
Carter have stressed that the SALT 
negotiations should remain sepa¬ 
rate from the other areas of tension 
between the two superpowers.

WASHINGTON. May 31 (NYT» 
— Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
said last night that the United 
States would participate in a Pans 
conference with other Western na¬ 
tions next week to discuss means of 
reviving the economy of Zaire in 
the aftermath of the invasion by ex¬ 
iles based in Angola. 

Earlier, the State Department 
spokesman. ‘Nodding Carter 3d. 
had indicated that the meeting in 
Paris would examine collective 
methods of restoring military secur¬ 
ity and stability to Zaire's war- 
hauered Shaba province. 

Mr. Vance did not rule out dis¬ 
cussion of defense and security 
matters in Paris, but said the meet¬ 
ing had heen called mainly to pre¬ 
pare for a conference in Brussels 
the following week that would in¬ 
to agree on a program for Zaire's 
economic recovery and the res¬ 
cheduling of its burgeoning foreign 
debt. 

The secretary appeared to go out 
of his wav to emphasize that the 
United Stales was concentrating on 
economic matters in Zaire rather 
than any collective defense arrange¬ 
ment for that country in which 
Washington would play a noncom¬ 
bat supportive role, as it did after 
the invasion of Shaba. 

Hodding Carter emphasized lhat 
the meeting had been organized by- 
France to deal only with Zaire’s 
problems arising from the invasion 
of Shaba province, the center of 
Zaires vital copper industry.

WASHINGTON. May 31 
(Reuters)—The House today voted 
to cut off nonmilitary aid 10 South 
Korea unless former Korean am¬ 
bassador Kim Dong Jo is allowed 
to testify about alleged bribes to 
members of Congress. 

The 321-46 vote came on a reso¬ 
lution urging South Korea to ccwp- 
erate with a House Ethics Commit¬ 
tee investigation of the bribes by 
returning Mr. Kim to Washington 
for questioning under oath. 

The resolution would not curtail 
aid if the cutoff would harm U.S. 
security or South Korea's territorial 
integrity. 

Mr. Kim is now a top adviser to 
South Korean President Park 
Chung Hee.

China, Japan 
To Discuss Pact

JOHANNESBURG (W'P) —A white woman watching the film sud¬ 
denly stormed out of the room in a fury and ripped down the posters 
billing the movie. 

In another city, a black projectionist showing the same film had to 
be protected by police from a group of black men wielding daggers 
and an ax. They were angry because they had been told there was no 
more room for them in the already jammed makeshift theater. 

In the audience of that same theater, a middle-aged black woman, 
recently released after five months in detention without being charged, 
was weeping openly. 

The movie was "Roots.” and it has caused a sensation in this coun¬ 
try where black emancipation is yet to be realized and the fabric of 
black-white relations is tautly stretched. The hard-cover edition of 
Alex Haley's book has sold briskly in South African bookstores, and 
the paperback version has just become available. Although t’ie govern¬ 
ment's censorship board has banned milder works portraying black- 
white relationships, so far it has not acted against “Roots." 

The U.S. International Communications Agency (formerly U.S. In¬ 
formation Agency) has been showing Mr. Haley’s epic to multiracial 
audiences in four or South Africa's major cities as part of its world¬ 
wide offering of the movie. In a fifth city, the black township of 
Soweto, the audiences were all black. 


In Jammed Theaters , Feelings 
Range From Anger to Hope 


was being said that the government-run South African Broadcasting 
Corp. was going to air the film but run it backwards to give it a “happy 
ending.” 

The South African authorities did not officially convey displeasure 
at the showing ol the rcsilistic lilm. but on the one occasion when it 
was shown on U.S. property, local police appeared at the site — at the 
University of Natal — and objected to the fact that it had not been 
submitted for approval to the government's censorship board. The 
University or Natal was asked to pay a nominal fine, which it refused 
— on principle — to do. The final installment of that showing was 
□ever run. 


At every site potential viewers had to be turned away, in the coastal 
town nf Durban 1.400 persons sat in three rooms to watch staggered 
three-huur showings on three consecutive nights. In Cape Town, about 
300 persons, many silting on the floor, saw ihe lengthy film in two 
sittings of six hours each. 

A request to be shown the story of Kunta Kinle and his descendants 
even came from the Kwazulu Legislative Assembly. Lhe local govern¬ 
ing hodv of South Africa's 5 million Zulus.

Many of the young black people who watched Kunta Kinte’s trials 
said that the story was a lesson in perseverance. 

“We got a lot of encouragement from it," said a young Soweto 
resident. “Kunta Kinte was striving to get his freedom and for us that 
meant that in spite of everything we don't have to give up." 

•Roots' goes to show how the Americans have progressed until 
today when they have Andy Young as ambassador: it gives us hope," 
said one her. 

One person who was moved, especially when Kunta Kir re's mother, 
played hv Cicely Tyson, learns her son has been kidnapped, was Ellen 
Khuzwayo. 51. Known as the “grand old lady of Soweto.” this social 


worker was among the black leaders arrested by police Oct. 19. She 
was released without being charged in April. 

“It leaves you dozed.” she said. “I was depressed after 1 saw it.” 

“1 naturally came back to our own situation in this country. People 
keep on saying we are freer [than those slaves] but I see us hi exactly

The black-oriented Johannesburg Post ran an unusual commentary 
entitled, “‘Roots’Wasn’t Funny—But We Laughed." 

The black writer, Ernest Shuehynane, wrote, “Whenever lines Lhat 
degraded blacks were spoken, whenever action that displayed nnlrnd 
cruelty ’oward blacks was seen, -he black audience reader, with laugh¬ 
ter. 

“But the laughter that was uttered was not s imilar to that I usually 
hear at ponies, night dubs, shows and functions . . . h was empty, 
cold and creepy.” 

Zuko Tofile, a black who showed the film to Soweto audiences, 
confirmed Mr. Shuenytiane's observation. Explaining this reaction of 
blacks, Mr. Tofile said. “It was not really a laughter of joy. It was 
caustic. It's like when I don’t want to cry openly. I want to show that 
I’m strong and i don't want to show my enemy that I'm hurt.”

Technical Blackout 

Live radio and television cover¬ 
age of Mr. Brezhnev's speech to the 
Soviet-Union and Eastern Europe 
was cut off in mid-sentence. Soviet 
officials in Moscow said that the 
partial blackout was caused by 
“technical difficulties.” 

A Western diplomatic source in 
Moscow said that he knew oF no 
such interruption occurring previ¬ 
ously during an event of such mag¬ 
nitude for the Soviet Union but 
that it “was conceivable" that the 
problem was in fact purely techni¬ 
cal. 

Twenty minutes after the inter¬ 
ruption. an announcer apologized 
and said that the entire speech was 
to be broadcast again tonight.

Soviet Slippage in West Africa

ABIDJAN. The Ivory Coast. 
May 31 (WPJ —While expanding 
its military presence in Ethiopia 
and other embattled parts of Afri¬ 
ca. the Soviet Union has suffered 
quiet but substantial Ideological 
setbacks here in West Africa in re¬ 
cent months. 

The most dramatic reversal has 
been made by Guinea's mercurial 
and radical president. Sekou Toure, 
who appears to be moving toward 
ending a decade of regional isola¬ 
tion and dependence on the Rus¬ 
sians by mending his fences with 
his pro-Western neighbors, the Ivo¬ 
ry Coast and Senegal. 

Through them. Mr. Toure is 
trying to reach the West. As one 
sign of his new sincerity, he has cut 
back on Russian naval operations 
out of Guinea's capital port city, 
Conakry, and has placed restric¬ 
tions on Russian reconnaissance 
Flights operating out of, or over. 
Guinea, according to informed 
Western sources in Africa.

helped open up radical or neutralist 
countries hit hard by the four-year 
drought that ravaged the Sahel 
fringe of the Sahara desert. 

In two years, the U.S. aid mis¬ 
sion in Mali has increased from one 
person to 25. with 40 more staff 
members due to arrive this year. 

Although the Soviet Union con¬ 
tinues to be Mali's only source of 
military supplies and has about 150 
military advisers in the country. 
West Germany has opened a small 
military mission in Bamako with a 
view toward establishig a much 
larger Western presence. 

Western diplomats were encour¬ 
aged by the results of a Feb. 28 
“preemptive coup" by the country's 
military rulers against a more radi¬ 
cal group within the government 
that wanted to put off promised 
elections and a possible return to 
givilian rule. 


First Hint 


Guinea's reconciliation with its 
neighbors was first hinted at six 
months ago by an unexpected pub¬ 
lic tribute by Mr. Toure to a visit¬ 
ing Ivory Coast soccer team, and it 
has beds carefully nurtured by the 
Ivorians. The shift is seen as genu¬ 
ine and as a major turning point in 
regional security by Mr. Toure's 
once skeptical neighbors. 

“Ibis has removed the indirect 
menace that was posed for our re¬ 
gion through Guinea." Aguste 
Denise, acting head of state of the 
Ivory Coast said in an interview 
here last week with Katharine 
Graham, publisher of The Wash¬ 
ington Post.

TOKYO (WP) — A rare debate 
has broken out over Japan's de¬ 
fense policy amid public charges 
that the government is slowly mov¬ 
ing into the field of offensive weap¬ 
ons. 

It was sparked by Japan's recent 
purchase of eight F-15 fighter 
planes from the United States — 
the first of 100 F-I5s that Tokyo is 
to acquire during the next eight 
years. 

The Japanese Constitution re¬ 
nounces war and declares that the 
country shall have no "war poten¬ 
tial.” Under U.S. pressure in the 
early 1950s. that was reinterpreted 
to permit defensive weapons. 

But. unlike the F-4 Phantoms 
that Japan bought in 1969. the F- 
15s will be equipped with bomb- 
sights and devices for midair refuel¬ 
ing that wDl give them a greater fly¬ 
ing range, leading to speculation 
that the planes could be used to at¬ 
tack other countries.

Prominent military leaders are 
contending that there is no practi¬ 
cal distinction between defensive 
and offensive weapons.

The latest figures show that 
405 immigrants settled in Rhodesia 
last month, giving a net loss of 663 
whites. The net loss, which aver¬ 
aged nearly 1.000 a month lust 
year, is down to a rale of about 560 
a month in the first four months or 
this year. 

Observers attribute the slowing 
partly to a wait-and-see attitude bv 
whites to the outcome of the do¬ 
mestic settlement providing for 
black rale hy the end of the year.

Share Profits on Their Meals 

PONTIAC, Mich- May 31 (AP) — Regular customers at Nguyen 
Huy Han’s restaurant get sweet and sour pork, enchiladas, curry — 
and some of their money back. ■ 

Business has been good for the 42-year-old Vietnamese refugee 
during the last year, so he is distributing $ 10,000 in profits among 
about 1,500 steady patrons. 

“This is my way of saying thanks to the community, said Mr. 
Hon. who was director of taxation for South Vietnam in 1973 and 
1974 

Mr. Han initiated the rebate program when he opened the WE 
(for West-East) restaurant last June. His regular customers — he 
calls them friends, bosses and collaborators —are assigned a num¬ 
ber which they use each time they order. That allows him to keep a 
running tab of their bill for the entire year. 

“People thought I was a madman.” Mr. Han said of initial reao 
lion to his profit-sharing plan. 

To explain how the plan works. Mr. Han used the example of a 
dish of sweet and sour pork selling for $150. That price includes 80 
cents of actual cost (for example, food, labor and utilities) and 70 
cents of future cost (unforeseen expenses and profit), he said. At 
the end of the year, if WE keeps 15 cents as profit and all unfore¬ 
seen expenses are 25 cents, WE must pay back the customers 30 

CC “Some of the money that would have gone into this years divi¬ 
dends went instead to pay a big plumbing bill,” Mr. Han said. 

Mr Han. who arrived here in July, 1975, three months after the 
fall of South Vietnam, lives with his sister, their 84-year-old mother 
and three nephews a mile from the restaurant.

Movement Tries to Catch Up 


Rape Issue Galvanizes Spanish Feminists

BARCELONA. May 31 (NYT) 

— In a back room of the Bar Lasal. 
which i.s for women only. Inma ex¬ 
plained to a male visitor the think¬ 
ing behind a campaign that has gal¬ 
vanized Spain's late-starting femin¬ 
ist movement. The issue is rape. 

"Rape is not only the aggression 
that takes place in the street." said 
the soft-spoken young woman. "It 
is all the aggression that occurs 
against women, from the insults on 
the sidewalk to the disguised rape 
that takes place in marriage. But 
even if the penal code is changed 
and men actually get sent to jail, 
one has to go more deeply into this. 
The bourgeois man. who suavely 
seduces a woman, never goes to 
jail. But that’s rape, too." 

In the hygienicaliy scrubbed bar. 
tucked away in Barcelona’s grubby 
Barrio China quarter, inma and a 
handful of other radical feminists 
coined a rallying cry recently that 
in its hyperbole caught the mood of 
defiance in the women's movement 
here: ”Contra violation, castration” 

— against rape, castration. 

"The reaction has been very bad 
among the men." said Inma. a 
smile playing at the edge of her 
mouth, “the men think that we are 
proposing a feminism in which the 
women are going to dominate them 
the way they have dominated us. 
This was a symbolic thing: We did 
not want to castrate anybody.” 

Trends in Spain have a way of 
starting in Barcelona and spreading 
elsewhere. In Madrid this week. 


Eduardo Montes, accused of raping 
a 12-year-old girL may have been 
unsettled by the sight of an angry 
group of women shouting "Castra¬ 
tion!" at him as he passed through 
the counhouse corridor. 

One placard carried by a mem¬ 
ber of the group declared. "Macho, 
your violence is your impotence!” 
Another said. "The night and the 
sl reels ore ours, too. Let’s take 
them!” When policemen tried to re¬ 
move the picket signs, the protest¬ 
ers accused them of siding with the 
alleged rapist: the police desisted. 

The women's movement in 
Spain, which began in 1975 with 
the decline of Franco, has a sizable 
agenda by the standards of West¬ 
ern Europe or the United States: 
changing laws on divorce, abortion, 
birth control and property rights of 
married women, as well as con¬ 
fronting discrimination in jobs, 
credit and other areas. 

The movement against rape 
seems lo have taken hold, because 
it at once challenges a legal system 
that rarely punishes male rapists 
and usually humiliates their female 
victims, and pits Spanish women 
against Spanish men in an elemen¬ 
tal way. 

There is some controversy over 
whether the incidence of rape has 
increased since what Inma. the 


feminist, calls "this so-called 
democracy” was installed a year 
ago. What is certain is that the 
press writes about rape and rapists 
much more than it was allowed to 
under Franco, and that women's 
organizations, ranging from (he Or¬ 
ganization Feminism Revolutionary 
to reformists in various political 
parties, have staged major demon¬ 
strations and spray-painted walls in 
protest against rape. 

The result has been lo make rape 
an issue, even though the police 
routinely report only two or three 
rapes a month across the country.. 

In February, a 16-year-old girl 
named Carmentxu. her face 
bloody, came running in panic 
from a Barcelona sports field 
toward a group of young people. A 
police car appeared as the girl 
screamed Lhat she had been raped 
and beaten. The policemen, rather 
than pursuing the rapist, asked: 
“Was the act consummated?" 

”1 don’t know,” the girl answer¬ 
ed. "I’ve never done il”

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Vietnam Charges Peking 
With Economic Sabotage

HONG KONG. May 31 — Viet¬ 
nam yesterday accused China of at¬ 
tempting to sabotage its postwar 
reconstruction, but renewed its call 
for negotiations to heal - the growing 
breach between the formerly allied 
Communist nations. 

Radio Hanoi, in its strongest at¬ 
tack on Peking so far. charged that 
the ultimate purpose of the “slan¬ 
derous propaganda" of the Chinese 
was to undermine the progress that 
Vietnam has made in repairing on 
economy ravaged by two decades 
of war with Western powers. 

Hanoi offered no evidence of 
how China's complaints about the 
alleged harassment and expulsion 
of Vietnam's ethnic Chinese popu¬ 
lation had hindered economic 
recovery, but a few dues were pro¬ 
vided by Hong Kong's pro-Com¬ 
munist press, 

Ta Kung Pao. a morning news¬ 
paper with close links to Peking, re¬ 
ported editorially that China al¬ 
ready had notified Vietnam that 
economic aid and exports to Viet¬ 
nam would soon be terminated. 
The newspaper said lhat funds ear¬ 
marked for Vietnam would be di¬ 
verted to relief operations for the 
thousands of ethnic Chinese 
streaming into China’s southern 
provinces. 

“Since Vietnam now wants to 
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stand on its own as an equal of Chi¬ 
na. the decision to stop economic 
aid is correct." the newspaper said. 

Work Stopped 

Diplomatic sources here with ac¬ 
cess to Hanoi maintain that Chi¬ 
nese technicians have slopped 
working on a score or major con¬ 
struction projects in Vietnam to 
protest what Peking regards as the 
mistreatment of the 1.5 million 
Chinese there. The paper said that 
work on Lhose projects would even¬ 
tually be completed but that con¬ 
tracts for future aid and for con¬ 
struction not yet under way would 
be canceled. 

China's apparent decision to 
complete work in progress may 
spring from its concern that it 
could otherwise be accused of crip¬ 
pling Vietnam's economic develop- 
menL as the Soviet Union was in 
the early 1960s when it scuttled 
projects under construction in Chi¬ 
na- 

In an event that heralded the 
opening of the Chinese-Soviet spliL 
the Soviet technicians abandoned 
their work in China and took their 
blueprints with them. The Chinese 
struggled for years to complete the 
work on their own and, in a few 
cases where it was impossible, they 
are said to have blown up half-fin¬ 
ished factories. 

Chinese aid to Vietnam has nev¬ 
er approached the level that Hanoi 
officials expected, but economists 
here believe that the Vietnamese 
stand to lose 5300 million annually, 
which they use to finance rice im¬ 
ports that Vietnam has required to 
cope with a food shortage. 

Settlement Plan Revealed 

In provincial radio broadcasts 
from Kwangtung and Fukien prov¬ 
inces. the Chinese have for the first 
time disclosed how they have 
stretched their limited resources to 
absorb the refugee influx. Nearly 
all of the newcomers, whether peas¬ 
ants or city dwellers, are being set¬ 
tled on special stare-owned farms 
in border areas. 

The broadcasts boasted of the 
way in which local authorities 
swiftly mobilized to provide hous¬ 
ing. rood and medicine for the new 
arrivals, but it was apparent that 
grass-roots Chinese, themselves 
very poor, have been asked to make 
significant sacrifices. 

A Kwangtung commune or 1.300 
peasants was told to make room for 
more than 2.000 Vietnamese refu¬ 
gees. Precious foodstuffs, such as 
rhicken and eggs, were appropriat¬ 
ed for the newcomers. And a 
broadcast from Fukien reported 
that many villagers have “spon¬ 
taneously moved out of their hous¬ 
es and lei the returning refugees 
from Vietnam move in."

followed. First, the police reminded 
her solicitously that she was not 
compelled to report the case; sec¬ 
ond. they informed her that, be¬ 
cause it was Saturday, no forensic 
doctor was on duty to perform a 
medical examination. 

When she persisted and finally 
was examined, the doctor an¬ 
nounced that, while semen was 
present, her hymen was unbroken 
and she therefore remained a vir¬ 
gin. By the standards of Spanish 
law. she had not been raped. 

Stories tike this are common in 
Spain. There is a woman in Bar¬ 
celona who faces the possibility of 
being jailed for contempt of court 
because she is reluctant to let her 
daughters, aged 4 and 6. visit their 
father, who raped them both. An¬ 
other child who had been raped 
was expelled from her convent 
school because the school authori¬ 
ties said that she might become a 
“bad influence” on other children. 

What especially angers Spanish 
feminists is the Insouciant, some¬ 
times conspiratorial, reaction of 
men to the question. One of Spain's 
leading cartoonists. Chumy 
Chumez. declared to a Barcelona 
newspaper: "When I leant that 
someone has raped a 14-year-old 
girl. I'm envious, truly. 1 know that 
this may not sit well with some peo¬ 
ple. but i say what I think. To me 
rape seems a good thing from 8 to 
14." 

Catching Up 

A:- in mj many areas of Spanish 
life, women, and militant feminists, 
are almost breathlessly catching up 
with the rest of Western Europe, 
making up for four decades lost un¬ 
der Francoism by compressing into 
months the trends and develop¬ 
ments that unfolded elsewhere dur¬ 
ing a period of years. 

Their ability to effect changes re¬ 
mains to be tested. The women’s 
movement is fragmented, and some 
of the most determined feminists 
oppose political lobbying. In the 
face of awesome tasks, conscious¬ 
ness-raising often comes first. 

In the back room of Bar Lasal, 
Inma summed up her views; "What 
we want is each woman to be her 
own protagonist.” 

Sydney Bartlett, 
Movie Writer, 

Is Dead at 76 

HOLLYWOOD. May 31 (UPI) 
— Movie writer and producer Syd¬ 
ney (Sy) Bartlett. 76. who punched 
a Nazi diplomat in a nightclub en¬ 
counter in 1940 and then became 
the first American to drop a bomb 
on Berlin, died Monday of cancer. 

Mr. Bartlett made movies before 
and after World War II and some 
of his postwar pictures, such as “12 
O'Clock High and “A Gathering 
of Eagles." reflected his experiences 
as an Air Corps officer. 

He achieved some fame in 1940 
when he punched Werner Plack. an 
attache at the German consulate in 
San Francisco, in an encounter in a 
nightclub. "He used ‘Hei! Hitler' all 
the time and 1 got tired of it." was 
his explanation. 

He joined the Air Corps and in 
1943 and was taken on a bombing 
raid over Berlin by the British Roy¬ 
al Air Force. The RAF allowed 
Bartlett to release his plane's 
bombload, making him the first 
U.S. airman io bomb the Nazi capi¬ 
tal. 

“I'm glad I didn’t have to bail 
out over Berlin.” he said later. “I 
imagine he [Mr. Plack] would have 
liked M meet me on his home 
ground." 

Mr. Bartlett served as aide to 
Gen. Carl Spaaiz. commander of 
the U.S. Army Air Force in 
Europe, and also as deputy com¬ 
mander of the 16th Air Force, ris¬ 
ing to the rank of lieutenant colo¬ 
nel.

(1HT) — Jacques Loussier ap¬ 
plied the swing already implied b> 
Bach into a piano/^assfdrOm con¬ 
text and the result pleased almost 
everybody. It was one of those rare 
holes through which popular musi¬ 
cians get rich without prostituting 
music. (Frank Sinatra found anoth¬ 
er.) Since 1959. Loussier's seven 
“Play Bach Jazz" albums have sold 
a total of 4 million copies. 

■the profits have been invested in 
MiravaL an example of the 
disparate flurry of international- 
class recording" studios moving to 
California deserts. Colorado 
canyons. Welsh valleys and south¬ 
ern French vineyards. Recording in 
one of these places has become 
something of a social asset. 

While decentralization is chic, 
there are also practical advantages. 
Loussier explains: “The musicians 
don’t get stuck in traffic. They ar¬ 
rive on time and in good humor. 
Then they don’t have to run out 
every hour to slick a franc in the 
parking meter. And in Paris, if you 
have rented a studio until 4:30. you 
have to finish then even if the mu¬ 
sic is just beginning lo feel right. 
Here, you've got all day." 

As a piano student. Loussier was 
attracted to Bach more than any 
other composer "Every time I 
played his music 1 was tempted lo 
add to it because I thought this mu¬ 
sic should be played to infinity. 
During Bach's time there was a lot 
of improvisation. I asked myself: 
‘Why don’t we improvise with it 
now 1 ?" 

Films and Television 

Loussier continues to sell about 
150.000' albums a year. He plays 40 
to 50 concerts a year and finds the 
children of his original audience 
there. He composes music for films 
and television ("Voltaire”). But 
most of his lime is being invested in 
Miraval.

"Petite Faune" alone employs on 
average of 30 people.

For simi¬ 
lar studio facilities, using the same 
number of musicians for the same 
amount of time, including trans¬ 
portation and hotel costs, we come 
out well under half the price." 

An auberge may soon be con¬ 
structed at the eniramce to the 
domains. The children of those 
who live in Miraval must now be 
transported to school in nearbv 
towns. This causes prohlems, such 
as being unable u> play with friends 
after school. Why not build a 
school in Miraval? Eventually, even 
a town hall? Anything would seem 
to he possible.

Music in England 


Hockney’s Visual Wonder at Glyndebourne Festival

G lyndebourne England. 

May 31 (I HT>—Advance 
publicity on the new John Cox pro¬ 
duction of Mozart's “The Magic 
Flute,” opening the annual Glynde¬ 
bourne Opera Festival, has cen¬ 
tered on the stagp designs of David 
Hockney, the painter, whose only 
previous opera has been Glynde- 
houme’s “The Rake’s Progress” of 
three seasons ago. 

And. as it has turned out, rightly 
so. All critical opinion seems to 
agree lhat no previous designs for 
"The Magic Flute,” including those 
of Kokoschka for Salzburg and 
Chagall for the Met. have at once 
so brilliantly and so satisfactorily 
achieved the blend of Egyptology 
and Freemasonry called for by 
Emanuel Schinkaneder’s tantaliz- 
ingly enigmatic and ambiguous 
libretto. 

It’s all done so fluently and sim¬ 
ply. too. Just a series of 12 painted 
drops rising and falling without 
any interruption of continuity, each 
wonderfully appropriate ib the 
scene for which it provides the set¬ 
ting. lively, varied and evocative in 
color, leading on to a glorious burst 
of sun at the close. 

John Cox's production is all of a 
piece with the backgrounds, 
abounding in imaginative detail, in¬ 
cluding a hilariously formidable 
dragon (modeled on Uccello's "Sl 
G eorge” in the National Gallery). 


splendidly realistic lions to draw 
Sarastro's chariot, and a delightful¬ 
ly numerous and varied managerie 
to respond to Tamino's flute.

Some of the responsi¬ 
bility may fall on Andrew Daws, 
the conductor. He draws a lovely, 
clean texture from the London 
Philharmonic, but without achiev¬ 
ing a requisite sense of urgency and 
pace. 

Some of the trouble, too, has to 
do with the singers' flaccid way 
with the text. If audible consonants 
are a sin. as many opera singers 
seem to think, then this was a nota¬ 
bly virtuous performance.

Chickweed Is Much More Than Just a Lawn Chewer 


C HICKWEED is known to most 
persons only as an unloved 
plant whose purpose in life seems 
to be the ruination of lawns. This is 
doing an injustice to a worthy 
planu according to Euell Gibbons, 
who writes in "Stalking the Health¬ 
ful Herbs” that chickweed "could 
restore health to millions of under¬ 
nourished people throughout the 
world if they would only use it,” 
calling as wimesses in its favor two 
“old astrological herbalists” who 
testify gently, one that “it is a fine, 
soft, pleasing herb, under the do¬ 
minion of the Moon,” while the 
other adds, "in a word, it comfor- 
leth. digesteih, defendelh and sup¬ 
purated) very notably." 

If the human race has not yet 
fallen with gusto upon a green 
plant so packed with health-pro¬ 
moting elements, it may be because 
chickweed has very little taste: Gib¬ 
bons recommends, whether it is to 
be eaten raw in a salad or cooked, 
that it be combined with other 
more assertive plants, unless the 
eaters “prefer mild and almost 
tasteless greens.” He also advises 
that it be eaten only when the plant 
is young and the leaves succulent 
and tender—so tender that there is 
danger of overcooking them. When 
they are boiled with other greens. 
Gibbons suggests cooking the tas¬ 
tier ones for 10 minutes first and 
then adding the chickweed for only 
2 minutes more. 

Anti-Scorbutic 

Chickweed has attracted less at¬ 
tention from gourmets than from 
practitioners or folk medicine. In 
the days when scurvy was more of a 
problem than it is now, chickweed 
was prized because it was almost 
the only green anti-scorbutic vege- 


native of Eurasia, but a fast spread¬ 
er, chickweed flourishes in such in¬ 
hospitable climates as those of 
Greenland. Siberia and Tierra del 
Fuego. and. in the northwestern 
United States, it can sometimes be 
discovered flowering in midwinter 
under a light sprinkling of snow. 
Chick.weed's value against scurvy 
results, of course, from its vitamin 
C comenL which it shares with 
many other green plants, an ele¬ 
ment unsuspected by those who 
first discovered empirically this use 
for it. 

As a low-calorie vegetable, 
chickweed can be included in 
slimming diets; in home medicine, 
eating boiled chickweed and drink¬ 
ing the water in which it has been 
cooked has been recommended for 
losing weight. Chickweed has also 
been used for poultices on boils 
and similar eruptions. 

The chickweed recommended by 
Gibbons is Siellaria media, but the 
name applies, strictly speaking, to 
any herb of StelJam (also called 
siarwort. stichwort. tongue grass or 
winter weed), and popularly to a 
number of other plants which, like 
duckweed, spread low over the 
ground (one which takes its name 
from this habit, carpelweed or Indi¬ 
an chickweed. is. 1 believe, not 
edible), especially those of the gen¬ 
era Arenaria. "Paronychia and 
C&rast'ium. of which the last is 
called mouse-ear chickweed. Are¬ 
naria pepfoides. or sea chickweed. 
is. or was. fermented in Ireland and 
eaten like sauerkraut, boiled fresh, 
or pickled. 

Chickweed lakes its name from 
the fact that it appeals to small 
birds, including chickens (it is also 
called chickenweed). in France, so 
far as 1 know, it is never eaten by 
.humans, but is given to caged birds. 


The French call it mouron des 
oiseaux (birds' pimpernel), or 
mouron blanc (white pimpernel), or 
morgeline —the last From the Italian 
mordigaUina, which might be trans¬ 
lated freely as “chicken’s tidbit." 


The French saying, "It n’aplus dt 
mouron sur le cailiou" (he has nt 
more chickenweed on the pebble) 
means. “He’s bald as an egg.”

The headlines notwithstanding, the world 
d not move any nearer to war over the holi- 
ly weekend. A great many important peo- 
e just happened to be near U.S. micro- 
rones and so there erupted what the idling 
rizen might well have mistaken for a Great 
oreign Policy Debate. There is no particular 
tuse for alarm; those who feel a need to 
orry about the diplomacy of the day might 
rieve with us not over what was said but 
hat was left unsaid. 

Apparently stalled again, in their negotia- 
ons for a second arms limitation treaty, the 
Jniied States and the Soviet Union ex- 
hanged demands for the next concession, 
aid while both tried hard to isolate the 
ALT negotiations from other disputes, they 
ame dose to calling each other liars about 
he extent of Soviet (and Cuban) responsibil- 
ty for the Shaba invasion of Zaire and other 
urmoii in Africa. 

* * * 

Apparently delighted therefore, to step on 
i sensitive Soviet toe. President Carter’s na- 
ional security adviser, Zbigniew Brzezinski, 
:ame off a plane from Peking to announce 
hat the United States and China were daily 
‘inding more common, namely anti-Soviet, 
ground. He accused the Russians of breaking 
Jie code of detente, charging them with vio- 
.ations of human rights, an alarming military 
ouild-up in Europe, hateful anii-U.S. propa¬ 
ganda. strategic encirclement of the Middle 
East, the stirring up of racial conflict in Afri¬ 
ca and —a new U.S. concern — the concen¬ 
tration of forces on the border of China. 

Obviously sharing some of this concern, 
the heads of NATO governments then gath¬ 
ered to plan a matching build-up of their 
forces in Europe and some support for 
friendly African countries. The Chinese 
cheered this two-front denunciation of the 
Russians and proceeded to denounce both su¬ 
perpowers for refusing to disarm. Moscow 
was the more dangerous of the two, they add¬ 
ed. and unless resisted, the more likely source 
of a new world war. 

We make light of some of this rhetoric 
even though we well recognize the deadly is¬ 


sues involved and the great costs of rival am¬ 
bitions on parade. But all this maneuvering is 
transparently tactical and in no small mea¬ 
sure political — certainly — in Washington* 
terms and probably also in Moscow’s and 
Peking’s. The U.S. regard for human rights in 
the Soviet Union, for instance, would ring 
more true if it were not delivered in an em¬ 
brace with the People's Republic of China, 
whose versions of the Orlov trial are never 
made known. The diversion of Soviet atten¬ 
tion and weapons to the Chinese frontier is 
hardly a new development or without a cer¬ 
tain comfort to NATO. 

* * * 

The fact is that President Carter and Mr. 
Brzezinski have now settled comfortably into 
the chairs of their predecessors and are glob¬ 
ally advocating something very close to what 
Presidents Nixon and Ford and Mr. Kiss¬ 
inger sought; a hard-headed deal with Mos¬ 
cow to limit the nuclear arms race even with¬ 
out agreement on other issues but with some 
promise of better competitive behavior in 
other realms; a cozying up to China without 
sacrificing Taiwan, in part to make the Rus¬ 
sians more pliable and in part for its own 
value; a determination to resist Soviet pene¬ 
tration elsewhere, notably the Middle East 
and Africa, provided Congress can be per¬ 
suaded to give the White House some lever¬ 
age in the form of money and even arms — 
always on the understanding that few Ameri¬ 
cans these days favor any Vietnam-like inter¬ 
ventions. 

The Republicans came to these positions 
from a history of hard-line anli-Communism 
and therefore wound up overselling their skill 
as peacemakers. The Democrats come to 
them from the other direction and now run 
the risk of overdramatizing their toughness. 
But the underlying problems—and American 
responses—have not changed much. The 
country would be served better if instead of 
these tactical advertisements it could occa¬ 
sionally be treated to a series of sober presi¬ 
dential definitions of the courses we shoud 
pursue the world over.

Work and Congress 

Every time a tantalizing sex-and-politics 
scandal surfaces in Washington, correspond¬ 
ents scurry around interviewing women con¬ 
gressional” workers about problems that they 
have faced. Eventually, someone predicts 
that at least this time Congress may be suffi¬ 
ciently embarrassed to act to protect its 
female — and black —employees against job 
discrimination. .And then it’s all forgotten. 

That’s because each member's staff is his 
or her own little fiefdom. Discrimination for 
which an employee might have redress in the 
outside business world, for which Congress 
legislates, can go unheeded because the 
House and Senate have exempted themselves 
from the Civil Rights Act of 1964, the Equal 
Pay Act, the Fair Labor Standards Act and 
the Age Discrimination in Employment Act. 

As a result, according to a 1977 House 
commission report, twice as many women as 


men drew- salaries in the SlO.OOO-to-Sl5.000 
range, while men outnumbered women 15 to 
1 in the over-S35.000 pay range. Translated, 
that means that women make coffee, not pol¬ 
icy. Blacks and whites with equal education 
also do not receive equal pay. 

For the first time, however, the Senate now' 
has on its calendar a resolution establishing a 
Fair Employment Relations Board to medi¬ 
ate grievances of staff members and job 
applicants... 

We commend the senators — especially 
Dick Clark. D-Iowa. Janies Abourezk. D- 
S.D.. and Edw'ord W. Brooke. R-Mass. — 
who have bucked colleagues' pressure and 
shepherded the measure as far as it has gone. 
We hope that they will sound the alarm 
should the Senate try to continue dodging 
the standards to which it rightfully expects 
the rest of us to adhere.

Soviet Policies: A Summing Up 


W ASHINGTON—Even if we 
could say with assurance 
who is going to succeed Leonid 
Brezhnev-, this would not help us to 

predict what policies the Kremlin 
might follow in his absence. Any 
analysis must be based on some¬ 
thing ocher than the little we know 
of the gray individuals who 
comprise most of the Politburo. 

Perhaps they are not even as gray 
as we think they are. Even CIA an¬ 
alysts whose job it is to study their 
personalities and characters confess 
that they know far less about (hem 
than they would like to. Before he 
succeeded Stalin. Nikita Khru¬ 
shchev was regarded as one of the 
colorless Politburo figures, and the 
same was thought of Alexander 
Dubcek before he led Czechoslova¬ 
kia into its experiment with democ¬ 
racy. Even if somebody had told us 
in advance that Khrushchev and 
Dubcek were going to emerge as 
l be lop leaders, we would still have 
had no grounds for assuming that 
they were going to make the dra¬ 
matic policy changes they did. 

Debate 

Three possible lines of develop¬ 
ment have emerged in the debate 
among Western analysts about the 
future of the Soviet Union after 
Brezhnev'. Most of the government 
analysts and some of the older aca¬ 
demic expens on the Soviet Union 
whose opinions 1 have sampled as¬ 
sume ihai things will go on much as 
before. Some of the intelligence 
and academic experts believe that a 
cum to the right, to a more conserv¬ 
ative and hardline policy, is quite 
likely. And some of the academic 
experts, mostly the younger ones, 
and very few intelligence analysts, 
believe that a more liberal regime 
might conceivably follow the Bre¬ 
zhnev era. 

I am firmly on die side of this 
liberal "faction” — but I would 
add that its prediction is likely to 
come true only if Western poli¬ 
cymakers help it to come true. This 
column is the last I will write for 
some time to come, and in some 
small way it is a summing up of 
whatever insight I have acquired 
since I began analyzing Kremlin 
policies in 1950. The most telling 
lesson I have learned is that there 
are always policy struggles going 
on in the Kremlin between the right 
and the left, between a conservative 
wing on the one hand and a moder¬ 
ate or more liberal wing on the 
other, even if the evidence of such 
struggles does not become available 
to us until much later. 

Discouraging 

The most discouraging lesson I 
have learned is how difficult it is to 
persuade the powers t'uat be in the 
Western capitals, pa.iicularly in 
Washington, that such struggles are 
in progress, and that in shaping our 
own policies we ought to take that 
into consideration. That is not to 
say that the West ought necessarily 
to support one Kremlin Leader

jority view that a conservative re¬ 
gime is more likely to prevail after 
Brezhnev is based' on t number of 
assumptions. One of these is that 
the Soviet leadership is committed 
first of all to its own perpetuation 
— which is a view 1 share. But it is 
then argued — and this is where I 
disagree — that the instinct for self- 
preservation will make the new So¬ 
viet leaders dissent, to prevent po¬ 
litical reform, to avert innovation. 

Wrong View 

I believe this is the wrong view, 
because there is a good deal of evi¬ 
dence that a new generation of So¬ 
viet leaders is emerging which 
holds that without innovation and 
reform, without economic experi¬ 
mentation and political change, the 
Soviet regime will find it difficult to 
retain its place as a leading power 
in the modern world. They are just 
as interested in self-perpetuation, 
both for themselves ana for the 
regime, as their conservative col¬ 
leagues. But they believe that their 
ends would be best achieved by fol¬ 
lowing more liberal policies, both 
at home and abroad — and this is 
where we can help ourselves by 
helping them. 

fn the transition period which 
the Soviet leadership has already 
entered, and in the struggle for the 
succession to Brezhnev which wiU 
come into the open sooner or later, 
these conservative leaders and their 
“liberal" — for want of a better 
word — opponents are bound to 
clash, repeatedly. By devising our 
foreign policies in ways which 
might help the “liberals.” by meet¬ 
ing them half-way in economic and 
arms negotiations — provided al¬ 
ways that we do not thereby injure 
the West's basic interests — we can 
do a great deal to promote ibe kind 
of East-West understanding that 
has seemed to be almost within our 
grasp several times since the death 
of Stalin. 

All one can do in the space of a 
column is to express some conclu¬ 
sions based on several decades of 
work in this field — although oth¬ 
ers who have worked equally long 
have come to quite different views. 
In the end it comes down to a per¬ 
sonal opinion, and it is often said 
that those whs urge the kind of pol¬ 
icy I discuss here are personally 
“soft" on the Kremlin, that they 
would give it anything it wants. So 
far as my own views are concerned, 
this is easily refuted by the hard 
line I have taken so often in the 
face of what I have considered So¬ 
viet excesses. 

I thus believe that the West can, 
and should, take firm action to ar¬ 
rest the expansion of Soviet power 
in Africa. If we fail to do that, we 
will in effect be helping the Krem¬ 
lin hardliners, for they will come to 
believe that they can get away with 
anything, and will therefore be en- 
‘ to try even more risky ad- 


coura_

Turkish Issues 

In connection with the letter of 
Mr. Armenian sent from Athens, 
“Questions on Turkey.” lIHT. 
April 22-23). may I point out the 
following: 

Firstly. Turkey’s intervention in 
Cyprus in Julv. 1974 was in no way 
a violation of its NATO commit¬ 
ments.

R OME—If Italy's Red Brigades 
thought the kidnapping of 
A Ido Mono would provoke a crisis 
of repression that would push the 
Communist Party into militant 
opposition, they have miscalculat¬ 
ed. The relationship between the 
Communist party and the govern¬ 
ing Christian Democrat* is stronger 
now than it has ever been. Indeed, 
some argue that the Communists 
by stiffening the spine of the Chris¬ 
tian Democrats throughout the cri¬ 
sis have now positional themselves 
so that they are increasingly 
perceived as 'the “guarantors of 
democracy.” 

One proponent of this argument 
is Altiero Spinelli who in the 1976 
Italian elections ran successfully as 
an independent candidate on the 
Communist platform. Spinelti is in 
a unique position to observe the 
progress of “historic compromise.” 
He is one of the founding fathers of 
the European Economic Communi¬ 
ty and for many years was one of 
Italy’s two commissioners at the 
Brussels commission. But he is also 
an ex-member of the Communist 
party who was expelled from it in 
1937 because or his opposition to 
the Moscow show trials. He is cer¬ 
tain that “if the party had taken 
power after the war. I would have 
been among (he first to be liquidat¬ 
ed.” 

In a Nutshell 

Spinelli’s argument in a nutshell 
is that the More affair "has been an 
important jump in legitimizing the 
democratic base of the Communist 
party.” If the party had any reser¬ 
vations about democracy, he 
argues, it would have taken a softer 
attitude towards the extreme left. 
In facL it was more hard than the 
Christian Democrats and if the par¬ 
ty had not stayed firm (hen it is 
even likely that the government 
would have made concessions to 
Lhe Red Brigades. 

But hasn’t the Moro murder 
weakened the electoral position of 
the PCHItalian Communist pony)?

The electorate was saying in 
effect that it was not frightened by 
the closer association or the Chris¬ 
tian Democrats with the Commu¬ 
nists.” At the same time. Spinelli 
makes it clear that the Communists 
must not be passive partners of the 
government. They must up their 
bid or the electorate, having swung 
to the governing party in u moment 
of crisis, will continue to withhold 
their votes from the PCI. If the PCI 
don’t show a spirit of aggressive 
criticism the electorate will punish 
them for complacently supporting 
an inefficient and hopelessly bu¬ 
reaucratic government.

Terrorism can only succeed if soci¬ 
ety is really in crisis. But Italy is 
not. The murder of Moro rein¬ 
forced the respect for law and the 
importance of democracy." 

Spinelli's thoughts, although 
conversational in manner are deliv¬ 
ered with a certain authority. Spi- 
nclli may not be a party member 
but his thinking is close to that of 
its hierarchy. “This parly." he con¬ 
cludes “has a curious history. When 
fascism was in the ascendancy we 
were the most important part of the 
resistance. When the Red Brigade 
kidnapped Alda Moro. we were the 
most important pillar of the resist¬ 
ance against concessions. For the 
construction of the republic our 
support i.v crucial.” 


NATO: Forgotten Principles 


W ASHINGTON — The North 
Atlantic allies, meeting here 
this week, have so many problems 
that they tend to forget their 
achievements and their possibili¬ 
ties. 

This alliance has held together 
longer and under more difficult cir¬ 
cumstances than any other combi¬ 
nation of nations in this century. It 
was formed to defend a free civili¬ 
zation. and despite savage external 
and constant internal pressures, it 
has restored Europe, established a 
tolerable balance of military power 
in the world, and avoided a major 
world war for almost two genera¬ 
tion*. 

Considering that there were only 
20 years between the last two world 
wan they must have been doing 
something right, and it is therefore 
surprising that they now sound so 
anxious, when NATO was formed, 
the Si no-Soviet alliance was pro¬ 
claiming the brotherhood of all 
Communist comrades and the 
forthcoming conquest of the world. 
But now the NATO allies have bet¬ 
ter relations with both Moscow and 
Peking than the two Communist gi¬ 
ants have with one another. 

Contrast 

It is no wonder that the Rus¬ 
sians. who believe in economic 
determinism, keep so many mili¬ 
tary divisions in Eastern Europe. 
The troubles within the Communist 
world make the differences within 
the Western world seem almost 
amiable. The contrast between the 
rising standard of living in the free 
nations of the West compared with 
the bleak record of economic stag¬ 
nation and social repression in the 
Soviet Union is a constant problem 
for Moscow. 

It can terrify its allies but it can¬ 
not persuade them, and it is up 
against the awkward realization 
that even the Communist political 
parties of Western Europe have to 
make peace with the free parties in 
order to survive. 

Still, there is obviously a major 
threat. For if the Communists are 
losing the ideological war, they still 
have immense political power, 
which they are trying to deploy in 
the Middle East and in Africa and 
increasingly in the oceans of the 
world. 

The main purpose of the NATO 
allies here in Washington is to dem¬ 
onstrate to the Soviet Union that 
this won't work either, that if they 
can't get a safe, balanced reduction 
of military arms, then they will 
match the Soviet military buildup 
even if it hurts. 

As I understand it. President 
Carter preferred another approach 
to this problem. He wanted not a 
tactical but a general settlement

with the Russians, as he wanted a 
general settlement in the Middle 
East. But failing in that, at least so 
far, he is now taking a very hard 
line with the Russians as he did 
with the Israelis, and is going back 
to the wider common interests of 
the United Stales and the allies in 
Europe and Japan. 

It would be easy to overestimate 
all this. What is going on here now, 
I think, is a kind of preventive 
propaganda war. Carter is trying to 
tell the Russians privately that he 
wants a strategic arms agreement 
— and really means it — but that 
even if he got the terms he wants, 
be couldn't get the ratification of 
the Senate so long as the Russians 
are using the Cubans as a Soviet 
foreign legion in the trouble spots 
of Africa. 

Washington is not really very wor¬ 
ried about the Cubans, with a few 
Western planes and a few hundred 
paratroopers, the invaders from 
Angola into Zaire were scattered 
within a few hours. The Cubans 
can be dealt with by the organiza¬ 
tion of a well-trained and armed 
foreign legion, preferably an Afri¬ 
can foreign legion, which is appar¬ 
ently in formation. And it is inter¬ 
esting that the Cuban casualties in 
Angola and Ethiopia, if my infor¬ 
mation from official sources is cor- 
recu were not sent back to Havana 
for medical aid. but to Eastern Eu¬ 
rope and the Soviet Union. 

All this has been discussed with 
the utmost care in the private talks 
among the Western allies here, but 
with a renewed interest in organiz¬ 
ing the West for working andcon- 
sulling together on world probl ems 

This conference has. at least, 
made some progress in bringing 
Greece and Turkey together to re¬ 
solve their differences over Cyprus. 
Chancellor Schmidt of West Ger¬ 
many and President Giscard D’Es- 


taing of France have insisted on 
healing this breach in the alliance 
in the eastern Mediterranean. 

Nothing was settled in all this, 
but everything was discussed in the 
hope of persuading the Russians 
that they have more to gain by co¬ 
operating in a new world order, 
with limited military arms, than by 
using military power for controting 
strategic targets in the Middle East, 
the Indian Ocean and Africa. 

The chances are that this offer of 
cooperation rather than confronta¬ 
tion between East and West won't 
work, but the more the Russians re¬ 
ject the compromises of the West, 
the more they bring the nations of 
the West back together. 

Big Crisis? 

You can hardly read the papers 
or watch the television these days 
without being told that some kind 
of big crisis is developing among 
the nations of the world. And yet it 
is hard to escape the feeling that 
there is something vaguely false 
about this recent propaganda. 

The free nations have many hard 
economic and military problems to 
resolve with their finance ministers 
on budgets, trade and balance of 
payments but the Soviet emphasis 
on weapons, forward emplacement 
of divisions and missiles, and proxy 
armies in Africa has changed the 
tune within the diplomatic discus¬ 
sions of the West. 

Younger leaders like Schmidt of 
West Germany. Giscard d’Estaing 
of France, and Carter, though they 
differed a year ago, seem to be 
coming closer to the notion that 
they have more to gain by working 
out common policies in defense of 
a common civilization than by di¬ 
viding on national and political 
lines. And this may be a fact of 
considerable historic importance.

One reason for the rash of big 
price jumps this year is that some 
initiators of these big moves “like 
to lie low a liule bit" and time the 
increases for periods of rapid infla¬ 
tion to make the boosts less conspi¬ 
cuous. says John Little, professor of 
management science at Massachu¬ 
setts Insiitue of Technology. “If 
you start getting an inflationary 
push, you may get a lot of these ” 
big jumps, he says. Consumer pric¬ 
es rose at a 93-percent anrual rate 
in the first quarter and probably 
provided that atmosphere. 

Another reason why some prices 
jump 25 percent or so at a lime is 
that some industries are “captives 
of tradition” and adhere to “price 
points” — distinct, wellrdefioed 
pricing increments, says Benson 
Shapiro, associate professor of 
marketing at Harvard University’s 
Graduate School of Business. “If 
we walked in and saw a movie price 
of $2.27. we’d wonder what the hell 
was going on.” he notes. 

Some prices, such as those for 
books and vending machines, are 
raised infrequently principally be¬ 
cause “changing prices itself is a 
hassle," according to Thomas 
Juster. director of the University of 
Michigan's Institute for Social 
Research. 


WASHINGTON. May 31 (UPI) 
— Soaring food prices, particularly 
for beef and fresh vegetables, 
pushed up the U.S. cost of living in 
April by 0.9 percent for the steepest 
increase in 14 months, the govern¬ 
ment said today. 

The consumer price index for all 
urban consumers, figured on a 
yearly basis, would amount to 10.8 
percent, the Labor Department 
said — the first return to a yearly 
double-digit inflation rate since 
February, 1977. 

Barry Bosworth. head of the 
Council on Wage and Price Stabili¬ 
ty, warned last week that the con¬ 
sumer prices in April and May 
would be a “disaster." but he said 
some improvement may be evident 
during June. 

The 0.9-percent increase com¬ 
pared with 0.8-percent gains in 
March and January and a 0.6-per¬ 
cent February increase. 

The food and beverage index 
rose 1.8 percent after advancing 1.3 
percent in March and 13 percent 
in each of the two previous months. 
Beef prices climbed a record 6.6 
percent last month, accounting for 
more than a third of the rise in the 
food index. Fresh vegetable prices, 
which fell in March, rose by 9.7 
percent, led by a nearly 30-percent 
increase in lettuce costs. 

The cost of food in markets went 
up by 2.4 percent last month, “con¬ 
siderably more” than the average 
monthly increase of 1.4 percent m 
the first quarter of 1978. In addi¬ 
tion, prices of pork, poultry, dairy 
products, sugar and sweets and fats 
and oil products all gained ground 
at a faster rate than in either March 
or February. 

However, prices declined for 
eggs and fresh fruits and coffee 
went down for the 10th straight 
month. 

Earnings Lip 03% 

To worsen the situation, the 
April rise in prices was greater than 
the rise in wage rates. Real gross 
average weekly earnings increased 
0.5 percent last month, the report 
said. However, a 1.1-percent in¬ 
crease in average hourly earnings 
combined with a 03-percent in¬ 
crease in average weekly hours 
more than offset the 0.8-perceut in¬ 
crease in the revised consumer 
price index, the department said. 
Over the year, real average weekly 
earnings were up 2 percent- It also 
said that over the year, real soend- 


able earnings increased 2.9 percent. 

Housing costs rose 0.9 percent, 
about the same as in March, but 
homeowners' costs in the financing, 
taxes, and insurance sector ad¬ 
vanced 1.7 percent and home main¬ 
tenance and repair services rose 1.4 
percent “continuing the rapid rise 
in evidence since the start of this 
year." the department said. 

Among utilities, charges for 
piped gas and electricity both rose 
1.5 percent, the third consecutive 
month of steep increases. Fuel oil 


prices rose 0.9 percent, aoout in 
same as in the previous month 
Furniture and bedding prices wer 
up 1.1 percent while prices for ap 
pliances increased 0.7 percent.

In the area of international financing, the Bank was lead-manager co-manager of 
six International loans and bond issues, in addition to being a participant in a 
significant number of such transactions. Furthermore the Bank has engaged in a 
new important activity, i.e. the promotion of business cooperation between

2) To be true to our vocation of serving Arab investors, we are giving strong 
irt to our Geneva affiliate SAUDIFIN. and to our sister company FAR- 
which specializes in real estate advisory services in Paris.

2) The widening and straight betting of our deposits base, and the initiation of 
new financial activities and services both in the Arab world and internation¬ 
ally.

MENCKEN 


A Study of His Thought 


By Charles A. Fecher. Foreword by Alfred A. Knopf. Knopf. Ufa. 
traied. 391 pages. $15

H .L MENCKEN once wrote of 
Arnold Bennett that he “car¬ 
ries skepticism so far that it often 
takes on the appearance of a mere 
peasant-like suspicion of ideas, bel¬ 
licose and unintelligenL" Even 
Mencken’s newest biographer—ha- 
giographer is perhaps a better 
word—pauses, ir not to smile, at 
least to shake his head at such a 
criticism coming from such a critic. 
This is the very same Mencken 
who. on Charles A. Fecher’s own 
evidence, disdained Marx and 
Freud as “rumble-bumble”; rather 
missed the point of Hitler; seems 
never to have read “Moby Dick”; 
was indifferent to painting and po¬ 
etry and opera and jazz and the 
theater; contended th^t “there are 
only two kinds of music; German 
music and bad music”; and told us 
that there was no more sense in 
Faulkner than in “the wop boob. 
Dante.” 

In 1940. at age 60, Mencken 
said: “On all known subjects rang¬ 
ing from aviation to xylophone¬ 
playing. I have fixed and invariable 
ideas. They have not changed since 
I was four or five years old.” 

Fecher tends to agree although 
he does point out that the later 
Mencken thought worse of George 
Bernard Shaw and Thomas Mann 
than the earlier Mencken had. Oth¬ 
erwise his contempt for democracy. 
Puritans. Methodists, presidents 
and Celts was consistent to a de¬ 
gree of hobgoblinism. He believed 
in beer. Beethoven, Joseph Conrad, 
the Bill of Rights, himself and “the 
supreme virtue" of competence; on 
just about everything else he was a 
dedicated agnostic. If there were a 
God. He would probably be a 
mountebank or a poltroon. 

Fecher. whose desire to write a 
book on Mencken “goes back so 
far that I can scarcely recall a time 
when I did not have it,” doesn't 
think of himself as a biographer: 
He wants to make the case for 
Mencken as a political theorist, a 
critic, a philogist and an artist 
There are biographies available by 
Isaac Goldberg. Ernest Boyd. 
Edgar Kemler. William Manchester 
and Carle Bode, not to mention 
Sara Mayfield's marvelous memoir. 
“The Constant Circle.” And yet so 
steeped is Fecher in his subject that 
he has written a biography anyway, 
adequate unto today, full of the 
better—the irresistible—anecdotes, 
plus a year-by-year chronology, 
and including a charming back¬ 
ward glance by Alfred A. Knopf 
himself, who published Mencken 
from 19I7on. 

Well, what are we to make of 
Mencken as a thinker? For most of 
his 352 pages of extremely consci¬ 
entious synopsizing, Fecher seems 
to be making too much. Really, es¬ 
timable as it is, “The American 
Language” is not in a class with 
Darwin's “The Origin of the 
Species" and Newton’s “Mathe¬ 
matical Principles of Natural 
Philosophy.” Nor are “the whole 
collected works of Thorstein 
Veblen...probably of less impor¬ 
tance” than Mencken's essay on 
Veblen. Aristotle, St. Paul and

Jody Powell, the president's press secre¬ 
tary, seemed to spend most erf his time 
putting out brush fires. Mrs. Carter com¬ 
plained that nobody seemed to be concen¬ 
trating on the larger picture, and she 
thought that Gerald ttafsnoon. the Atlanta 
advertising man who had produced the 
Carter campaign commercials, was the 
man for the job. 

The first lady summoned Mr. Rafsboon 
to her small elegant office in the East 
Wing of the White House and discussed 
the problem with him. 

“1 asked her. ‘Do you want to run some 
advertising spots?" Rafsboon recalled. 
“She said, ‘No. I want you to go to work 
here.’” 

And so he will, oa July 1. in the latest 
example of the emerging political power of 
Mrs. Carter. White House aides consider 
her the most influential first lady since El¬ 
eanor Roosevelt, and some senior aides 
say that she is even more influential than 
Mrs. Roosevelt was in her political role in 
the White House. 

Mrs. Carter's involvement in the affairs 
of state has ranged from her support of 
Walter Mondale as Mr. Carter's running 
mate to her urging the president to stand 
by Bert Lance during tne investigation of 
his banking practices. She has lobbied suc¬ 
cessfully for changes in federal funding, 
has affected policy, has promoted her own 
candidates and has generally served as an 
all-purpose adviser to the president. 

Mrs. Carter was involved in all the ma¬ 
jor personnel changes that grew out of the 
summit conference at Camp David. Md.. 
last month. She sat in on all the meetings 
that the president held with his Cabinet 
and with top White House aides, taking 
notes that served as reminders for future 
'presidential actions and writing down her 
own recommendations. 

The first lady also attends Cabinet 
meetings. “If I didn't, there’s no way 1 
could discuss things with Jimmy in an in¬ 
telligent way.” she said in an interview in 
her office. 

“She just has a very good mind and po¬ 
litical sense and doesn't hesitate to tell the 
president what she thinks." Hamilton Jor¬ 
dan. the de facto chief of staff, said. 
“Whenever I think the president is pursu¬ 
ing an unwise course of action and I strike 
out with him. I try to get her on my side.”

Some aides go farther. They say that 
Mrs. Carter has better political judgment 
than her husband and that she is more 
concerned than Mr. Carter about his de¬ 
clining popularity in the polls.

Building on her experience as a 
member of the Georgia Mental Health 
Commission, she served as honorary chair¬ 
man of the President’s Commission on 
Mental Health. 

"She was involved in the nuts and bolts 
activities," Dr. Peter Bourne, the presi¬ 
dent's special assistant for health issues, 
said. 

Dr. Bryant, the commission chairman, 
said that at first “none or us knew exactly 
what to expect.” The commission quickly 
learned, however, that “she wanted to be 
treated and perceived as a member of the 
working group.” he said. 

In the process, she persuaded James 
McIntyre, the director of the Office of 
Management and Budget, to add $23.4 
million to the $117 million budget for the 
National Institute of Mental Health. 512 
million to the $34 million drug abuse 
budget and $4.8 million to the $16 million 
alcoholism budget 

Mrs. Carter has a candidate for the 
directorship of the National Institute of 
Mental Health. He is Douglas Skelton, the 
director of the Georgia Human Resources 
Commission. As in the case of Mr. 
Rafshoon. she is likely to recommend 
Georgians in an administration that is top- 
heavy with Georgians. 

The mental health appointment is not a 
presidential appointment, however. It is to 
be made by Joseph Califano Jr_ secretary 
of health, education and welfare, and Mrs. 
Carter and Dr. Bourne and Dr. Bryant, 
who also support the Georgian, say they 
have not interfered in the selection pro¬ 
cess. One must assume, however, that Mr. 
Califano is aware of her interest and that il 
will carry weight.
